STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town. Hall in said New- 
port, on the second ‘Tuesday of March next at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects, namely : 

Article 1. ‘lo choose three Selectmen, a ‘Town Clerk, and a ‘Town 
‘Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary 
town officers and agents forthe ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of schools, for the payment of the town debt 
and defraying the interest thereon, and for other necessary charges 
arising in said town, for the maintenance of the poor, for cemeteries, 
parks and commons, to improve the same, and for the maintenance of 
water works, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 4. ‘lo see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks 
and building and repairing bridges, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

- Art. 5. T'o hear the reports of the Town ‘Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen of the town and the report of the Auditors, Agents, Com- 
mittees or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. / 

Art. 6. ‘To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
fifty dollars to defray the expense of Memorial Day and pay the same 
over to the quartermaster of Fred Smyth Post, No. 10, G. A. R., De- 
partment of New Hampshire. 

Art, 7. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for lighting the streets of Newport village and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8. ‘To see if the town will vote to connect the water main 
from the pond near the Spooner place with the iain on Belknap 
Avenue along the Unity Road, Pine Street and Belknap Avenue, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
repair the side-walk on Park Street, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. ‘lo see what action the town will take towards making 
provisions for heating the town hall, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to repair the town hall floor 
or pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 12. ‘lo see what sum of money the town will vote to appro- 
priate to be expended in the construction of sewers, according to the 
Gustine plan, and pass any vote relating thereto.

‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to 
pay the bill presented by F. P. Rowell for one (1) wheel scraper 
bought by order of Rotheus E. Bartlett, First Selectman, about June 
Ist, 1896, amounting to forty-two dollars and seventy cents, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 15. To see what action the town will take towards macada- 
mizing the whole or part of Main Street, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. | 

Art. 16. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
purchase an iron bridge to replace the one carried away by the late 
freshet; also one to replace the covered bridge east of the intervale, 
and raise and appropriate money for the same.

I submit the following statement in regard to some of the extra 
expenses of the work done during the year 1899 : 

Owing to the large body of snow and ice the opening of the streets 
in March was very difficult, making a cost of nearly $100 00. 

During the year repairs on the three iron bridges were as follows: 

Dodge bridge, all new timber, stringers, plank and labor, at a cost 
of $105.00. 

Main street bridge, all new timber, and labor, at a cost of $110.00. 

Belknap avenue bridge, all new timber, and labor, costing $90.00. 

Dry bridge, on the intervale, everything new, stringers, plank 
and railing. 

Taking down the old abutments of the Dame bridge and relaying 
the same, together with drawing stone, at a cost of $147.00. 

The building of Cheney street extension, counting the labor and 
material, cost $450.00. : 

There were numerous other repairs, such as repairing the Clare- 
mont Hill reservoir, putting in new grates and traps, relaying a large 
culvert on Croydon road with 24 inch pipe, and building a new side- 
walk on Belknap avenue, extra work on Union Court, and grading 
and sewer pipe on Laurel street. A large amount of labor has also 
been done on Claremont Hill. 

These are extra expenses aside from the regular work in District 
No. l.

Report of Board of Health. 


‘The Board of Llealth is pleased to find itself almost without material 
from which to make its annual report. There has been during the 
year a few sporadic cases of diphtheria, typhoid fever and measles, 
but owing to the strict observance of quarantine rules and regulations 
there has been no prevailing epidemic. 

We wish that the highway on Main street between the bridge and 
Elm street might be macadamized, and thus do away with thé unpleas- 
ant and unhealthful odors that arise, especially during the rainy sea- 


son. ‘There are several other places on our highways that are not at 
present properly drained. Stagnant water is always a menace to 
health. 


The general sanitary condition of the town is improving as the sys- 
tem of sewerage is extending, and should be perfect when that is com- 
pleted. Until that is done we urge our townspeople to be particular 
that nothing be allowed to accumulate around their buildings, or on 
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their grounds that ean possibly endanger the health of their families 
or their neighbors. All animal and vegetable matter should be buried 
or burned, and not dumped on a common dumping ground and left to 
polute the air of a whole neighborhood. There have been several com- 
plaints made that too little care has been exercised in this respect.

Selectnen’s Statement. 


We herewith transmit to the citizen’s of Newport our annual report. 
stating the financial standing of the town, and giving in a somewhat 
condensed and simple form its receipts and expenditures for the year 
just closed. There are some features connected with the different 
departments to which we deem it advisable to call the attention of the 
citizens of Newport: 

First—The highways. ‘There has been for a number of years an 
undue amount of dissatisfaction on account of the amount of money 
expended over and above the yearly appropriation. ‘he people should 
take a candid view of the subject and consider that there are nearly or 
quite 125 miles of highways in Newport, that the town has more 
bridges than any other in Sullivan County, and that its highways are 
as difficult as any to keep in repair. ‘Then there is the village district 
of upwards of 15 to 20 miles, which together with its bridges, sewers 
and cnlverts, calls for a corps of men continually through the entire 
working season. By referring to the able report of the village dis- 
trict surveyor it will be readily seen what it costs to take care of the 
village district. Subtracting this from the yearly appropriation 
shows at a glance what is left to be expended on the 100 miles of high- 
way in the fourteen outlying districts. There has been a saving of 
over $700 over last year notwithstanding there were found to bea 
large number of rotten bridges which called for a large amount of 
lumber. ‘The experience of the psst year has proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board that the old district system is to be preferred to the 
road agent system, and that returning to the old system was a move in 
the right direction. The roads by this system are repaired earlier in 
the spring which gives the public good roads before the close of the 
traveling season. 

Second—Previous to the present year the ax Collector has, for a 
stipulated sum, guaranteed the tax list, at least what remained uncol- 
lected on the 15th of Feb. of each fiscal year, by paying the amount of 
uncollected taxes in money into the town treasury. ‘This year he re- 
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fuses to comply with his former custom, which leaves the selectmen 
unable to close their account in the usual manner. Although these 
uncolected taxes are drawing interest at 10 per Cent., we are unable 
to pay all the three per cent. notes which by vote of the town at its 
last annual meeting were to be cancelled on or before the first of Jan., 
1900. But at the same time it subjects the town officers to an annoy- 
ance that they have not heretofore been subjected to and we would 
advise that the amount to be hired be left discretionary with the 
Selectmen and also the time of payment of such sums as may be bor- 
rowed to pay the town indebtedness until the taxes are collected.
